Orontes has a Heart naturally tender, and 
“by reafon of that Tendernefs, he fcarce ever 
falls in Love, as knowing tt difficult to meet 
with Perfons fuitably difpos’d, or capable of 
‘making equal Returns to fo {trong a Paffion. 
‘He dies with a defire to love, and yet his Ex- 
.cefs of Delicacy obftructs it. He does all he’ 
can to become Amorous. He addreffes him- 
felf to a pretty Lady , and endeavours to 
‘think her more Amiable than indeed fhe is. 
‘He difguifes all her Faults in the beft manner 
he can poffible; but then it happens, that 
upon Tryal of his Heart, he finds he did not 
Tove at all, and falls into a fort of Defpair 
for having loft juft fo much Labour. It can- 
mot be doubted, but his Heart being {0 deli- 
Yeate, his Genius muft be the fame. His 

houghts and Expreffions are fine, but al- 
‘ways accompanied with a melancholy Sweet- 
mefs, which is not difagreeable at the firl 
appearance, but become charming upon a 
decond Vifit. 

Pharamond and Miranda are both Natives 
Of Gafcony, which is as much asto fay, full 
of Fire, Vivacity and Imagination. How- 
sever, there is a great difference in their Cha- 
zacters: Mirandais always equally pleafant ; 
Pharamond is naturally chagrin, and has ne-

Amiator is an Italian born, who after much 
Travelling is fettled in France. He is very 
well fhap’d, and the Comelinefs of his Per- 
fon pre-ingages People in his favour. His Air 
carries a Coldnefs with it, and this Indif- 
ference is by the Cenforious mifinterpreted, 
as if it were Vanity. He has Wit and Wealth 
at command. His Love, after the Manner 
ot his Country, 1s accompanied with abun- 
dance of Jealoufy. He never makes Profef- 
fion of Love, without demanding firft the ut- 
ter Exclufion of the Man he toagins may 
be lis Competitor. He is reproach’d, and 
that not unjultly, for being dilturb’d and 
uneafy. The Thing he does, 1s generally that 
lie leaft thinks of ; and the Condition he is 
i, is that which renders’ him moft difcon- 
tented. : 

Tereja has a {weet Air, full of an engaging 
Languiihment. She has a natural Lazine(s, 
which to fave the trouble of faying much, by 
anice Expreflion, leaves more to be under- 
tiood than fhe utters. Her Wit hasa great deal 
of juitice and Pleafantry; but her manner 
not giving any affiltance towards making what 
the tays delightful, there is occafion for much 
ot it, to fet 1t off pS appearance. H a 
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Soul is tender, but fhe makes too many Re- 
fictions upon her own tendernefs. It does 
not proceed from her Heart that fhe does not 
Jove, but from her Wit. 

To.conclude, Torrifmond-is a profefs’d Enc- 
amy of Marriage, but a great Partifan for Love: 
tHe makes Verfes, and yet is very agreeable 
‘Company. Befides his Learning, he has a 

reat fhareof natural Wat; his Paffions are 

ively, and his conftancy in Love goes fo far 
as to-render him opinionative. The freedom he 
takes is particular, for if any one difpleates 
bim, he muft find the Perfon-out to thew his 
Refentment. He is fo clofe, that he is almott

tho’ his Chagrin without it was fo advanta- 
geous to my Love, as always to produce the 
Effects I wifh’d for. Immediately upon this, 
more out of pity to himfelf than me, he would 
do me fome good Office with his Wife; he 
would commend my Ingenuity, and would 
read my Verfes to her, in which, after the 
tendereft manner, (for all things are permit- 
ted to Poets) I had drawn the molt lively 
Picture of my Paffion, fo that he would wil- 
lingly have made over to me all the right he 
had to her Heart, to fecure himfelt of ano- 
ther that he thought I difputed with him, 
tho’ I had no Pretenfions.

You finile Ladies, but 
in truth you ought to bear the blame, it 
is more your fault than mine when I infult 
them , you need only change your Note 
with me, and I will foon alter mine with 
them: I will foon repair the Injury, and it 
fhall be your fault, if I {tyle them otherwife 
than good Natur’d and Benign. After this 
{mall Digreffion Torrifmond proceeded, be- 
ing thus treated as you fee. I had more 
reafon to complain of the Lady than the 
Husband, he grew every day better than the 
other in the difcharge of his Duty, he fol-

how: to get rid of my Liberty, and now I 
found an agreeable means to lofe it.

This little Tranfport, made me run the hazard 
of Drawing her Picture to her felf; but far 
from Flattery, fince I laid on the Colours 
with Circumfpection, by giving her too faint 
arefemblance. I rob’d her of feveral agree- 
able Parts, that might have render’d the 
fimple Sketch that I made more perfect.

But the pleafantelt thing was, that I had 
agreed with the young Lady, that when I 
faw her in her Mothers Company F fhoult.
